“Love  and  marriage  go  to- 
gether like  a horse  and  carri- 
age,” according  to  the  song  writ-

But  if  sociologists,  religious 
leaders,  psychologists  and  mar- 
riage counselors  had  their  way, 
the  song  would  be  revised  to  go 
like  this: 

“Emotional  maturity  and  mar- 
riage go  together  . .” 

Flat  as  a song  hit,  maybe,  but 
right  on  key  in  real  life  love, 
marriage  and  the  pursuit  of  hap- 
piness. 

That  is  why  most  authorities 
view  the  rising  number  of  teen- 
age marriages  in  the  U.S.  with 
gloom.  The  experts  admit  that 
a certain  age  does  not  guarantee 
emotional  maturity,  but  they 
claim  you  are  more  likely  not 
to  have  it  in  your  teens.
